that city and is Not Expected 


that She will Live. 


MOTHER

She Had Expected to he in Brain­ 


erd to Spend the Holidays 


With Relatives. 


T here i* hardly a city throughout the 
northw est of any im portance but th at 
has had some connection with the great 
theater tire in Chicago, and since th a t 
terrible catastrophe relatives through 
ou t the country have been made aware 
of some one near and dear ti* them who 
was caught in the great death trap a 
week ago yesterday afternoon.

The last letter received 
from Miss Lovelace was written on the 
day before the tire. and in this she said 
H K* expected to leave C hicagofor Brain­ 
erd shortly after .Jan. I. 
T he telegram received by Mrs. Love 
lace was from the authorities of Wow 
Icy hospital, and it is presum ed th a t the 
reason she did not hear stainer, w as the 
fact th a t the identity of the girl was 
not known for several days.

to leave Brainerd for the east at once. 
Mrs. Lovelace runs a boarding house

She has not been run 
ning this house* over a year, having 
bean out of the city up to t lint time for 
s 'Vera! years.

T he telegram received by Mrs. Love 
lace was from the au th orities of Wes 
ley hospital, and it is presum ed th a t the 
reason she did not hear sooner, was the 
fact th a t the identity of the girl was 
not known for several days.

gram stated th a t there w as no hope for 
the girl, and the m other was requested 
to leave Brainerd for the east at once. 
Mrs. Lovelace runs a boarding house 
near the Brainerd 
L um ber company 
office, at the location where William 
Billedeau formerly conducted the Mil 
lodeau house. 
She has not been run 
ning this house over a year, having 
been out of the city up to th a t time for 
s ‘Veral years.
